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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I and species as shown in figures 
1-3 in the reply filed on 10/08/2009 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lerman (US 4338937). 

Note in figures 2 of Lerman, an elongated cannula 42 having a distal end which 
can be used for placement on one side of the tissue boundary and a trocar base 
44 disposed at the proximal end of the cannula 42, with a trocar lumen 46 
extending axially of said base from a proximal end thereof to said distal end of 
the cannula 42; a magnet 52 in said base capable of having a predetermined 
strength for holding a distal end of an elongated surgical instrument in place in 
alignment with the lumen 46; and wherein the magnet 52 comprises an annular 
disc disposed at said proximal end of the base surrounding said lumen 46. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 -5, 7, and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lerman (US 4338937) in view of Adams et al. (US 6537290). 

Lerman discloses the claimed invention including trocar cap 84 having magnet 
86 thereon. However, Lerman does not explicitly disclose the trocar cap having 
lumen. 

Adams et al. teaches that it is known in the surgical art to have trocar cap 74 with 
lumen 76 therein. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the cap of Lerman having lumen therein as taught 
by Adams et al for accessing other surgical instruments. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Monch (6035870) discloses a trocar having magnet mounted 
thereon.
